Porter  shall  refuse  employment:  when  he  is  not  otherwise  engaged, 
under  the  penalty  of  4s  6d  sterling  for  the  first  offence,  5s  for  the 
.second,  and  10s  for  every  subsequent  offence;  and  all  Porters  who 
fay  they  are  engaged,,  shall  specify  the  person  by  whom,  and  the 
hour  at  which,  they  are  engaged,  and  they  shall  not  refuse  to  be 
employed  in  the  interval  between  f,he  ;inie  they  are  required  'io' 
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serve  and  the  hour  of  their  engagement,  under  the  penalties  afore- 
said. As  the  Porters  who  wear  badges  on  their  breast,  find  secu- 
rity for  their  honesty  and  fidelity,  the  Magistrates  recommend  it 
to  the  inhabitants  to  employ  only  those  Porters  in  matters  of  im- 
portance,— The  following  is  a  Table  of  their  fees;
